So that's the end of Ozyradio on SW (maybe Vintage FM as well on SW). 
It's not presently known what Peter intends to do with his new HF 
licences. Peter has had an unused SW licence on 2368.5 kHz in Qld 
since the year 2002. 


To those few issued with specially designed (3 designs) Ozyradio e- 
QSLs, enjoy them - they're rare. 


Ozyradio's radio first broadcasts on SW began officially from 
Schofields, (north western Sydney) on 3210 & 5050 kHz from a block of 
land filled with tall eucalyptus trees. 3210 used an inverted V 
dipole; a telegraph pole supported the apex. And 5050 was a NVIS 
arrangement consisting of a horizontal dipole and a reflector wire 
running along the ground underneath. The Eucalyt trees supported the 
antennas and these were tensioned at the ends with large plastic 
chemical containers filled with water. The transmitters were housed in 
small metal clad building resembling something akin to a shipping 
container. The site was secured with security mesh fencing and 
fiercely guarded by a couple of goats and bees ;-) 


I recall that one of the transmitters was the ex ARDS SW from Humpty 
Doo, NT. I had a look at Peter's Station X website:

He's already got his 3 SW frequencies listed as outlets for Station X 
programming. Plenty of Aussie narrowcast stations like to list their

Log Periodic that was initially installed and commissioned on site 
when the SW service from Brandon commenced. The LP and the initial SW 
transmitters were procured from the former Lyndhurst transmitter site 
after it closed for usage at Brandon. 


I'm aware that the LP was damaged just a short time after it was 
installed on site from a cyclone, then repaired again. Looking at GE 
imagery I'm unaware of where the LP was located on site. I contacted 
Nigel Holmes recently who kindly provided some information that may be 


of interest to our readers. (Ian)

Australia's tallest man-made structure, the Omega tower, has been 
demolished in a paddock in Gippsland. The Omega radio navigation tower 
stood at around 430 metres tall but after a series of explosions it 
was brought crashing to Earth. The defence facility was used for 
submarine navigation in the 1980s and '90s and was decommissioned in 
2008. The Department of Defence decided to demolish the tower after a 
young base jumper plunged to his death last year when his parachute 
failed to open. 


Michael Pollock from the Department of Defence said the structure was 
no longer needed. "From Defence's perspective, we've got to manage our 
liabilities appropriately and therefore it's time for the tower to 
go," he said. 


The 300-hectare property will be decontaminated and advertised for 
sale.

TORONTO (AP) -- Canadian Broadcasting Corp. has severed ties with two 
top executives after an independent report released Thursday found 
management condoned inappropriate behavior by a disgraced former radio 
host. CBC said it is severing ties with suspended executives Chris 
Boyce and Todd Spence. 


The CBC fired Jian Ghomeshi in October after media reports of sexual 
assault allegations against the radio host first emerged. Ghomeshi, 
the host of "Q," a popular radio show that was heard on many public 
stations in the United States, has denied the allegations, saying the 
charges stem from consensual "rough sex." 


Ghomeshi faces seven counts of sexual assault and one count of 
choking. His lawyer has said he will plead not guilty to all charges. 


The report complied by lawyer Janice Rubin found that CBC management 
knew or ought to have known of Ghomeshi's behavior and failed to take 
steps to stop it. 


According to the report, for which Rubin interviewed 99 people over 
five months, a majority of witnesses described Ghomesi as engaging in 
"a pattern of behavior and conduct" that was "deeply disrespectful to 
employees," including yelling, belittling and humiliating others, 
playing pranks and cruel jokes, and in a small number of cases, 
sexually harassing colleagues. 


The report found that managers who worked with Ghomeshi failed to 
investigate his behavior or take steps to stop it. 


"We saw no compelling evidence that Mr. Ghomeshi was ever told his 
behavior would have to improve, or he would have to refrain from 
certain types of behavior, or else face disciplinary action including 
termination," the report said. 


CBC president and CEO Hubert Lacroix and CBC executive producer 
Heather Conway apologized to the broadcaster's employees and all 
Canadians during a media conference call Thursday. 


Lacroix called the report "troubling and disappointing," and said it 


pointed to lapses at the corporation. 


Conway said the company will be working with the Canadian Media Guild 
to review the nine recommendations outlined in the report and 
"implement as many of those as we can, as quickly as possible."

Technological advancement and availability on FM Mode would make 
Vividh Bharati and other channels of AIR available on mobile phones, 
car stereos and internet. This initiative would also mainstream the 
platform with audiences proactively offering them different program 
segments and keeping pace with contemporary themes on the 
entertainment segment. Shri Jaitley stated this while inaugurating the 
Vividh Bharati FM service at the AIR, New Broadcasting House here 
today. MoS I&B Col. Rajyavardhan Rathore, Secretary I&B Shri Bimal 
Julka and CEO, Prasar Bharati Shri Jawhar Sircar, DG, AIR Shri Fayyaz 
Sheheryar were also present on the occasion.

"Digitization 
will also greatly improve the emergency preparedness system, 
facilitate increased competition and offer new opportunities for 
innovation and development." 


DAB currently offers 22 national channels as opposed to FM's five, and 
has the capacity to host almost 20 more. The cost of transmitting 
radio channels through FM is also eight times higher than the cost of 
DAB transmission, the ministry reports. 


DAB has been available in Norway since 1995. DAB+, an updated form of 
DAB, was made available in 2007. According to the Ministry of Culture, 
it will be up to radio broadcasters to choose between DAB and DAB+ 
transmissions, although it is likely that by 2017, most broadcasting 
in the country will be in DAB+. 


Several other countries in Europe and Southeast Asia are also 
considering a national move to DAB, but no other country has confirmed 
a timeline, Radio.no reports.

More than 70 employees of Radio Yugoslavia fA International Radio 
Serbia have held a peaceful prot4est in front of the Serbian 
Government building due to the announced disbanding of this media 
house that has been working for 79 years and broadcasting in 12 
languages. The representatives of the employees have asked for the 
reception and submitted a letter addressed at Prime Minister 
Aleksandar Vucic, which points to the detrimental effects of shutting 
down this type of media to the interests of the Republic of Serbia, as 
well as stressing the unfortunate situation for the employees who will 
lose their jobs, and without severance pays. If no reaction is shown 
from the government or the line ministry, another protest is scheduled 
for the next week. 


The media strategy and the new law on public information envisage the 
withdrawal of the state from the ownership in the media and their 
direct financing. Contrary to the earlier announcements, no option of 
transformation or rationalization has been offered to Radio 
Yugoslavia, even though the law identifies the public interest of 
informing the world public about the events in Serbia. The protest was 
covered by numerous other media. 


Director of the International Radio Serbia Milorad Vujovic has 
assessed it is intolerable to shut down on July 1 the only state 
service for informing the international public about the events in 
Serbia in 11 world languages, as it has been going on for 79 years. 


iThis kind of autistic behavior is unacceptable, because there is the 
possibility within the public service, and in line with the Law on 
public media services, to let our radio keep doing its job,i Vujovic 
told the press. According to him, putting out the only short wave 
radio station in the country, whose programs are heard worldwide, 
would represent a great loss to the promotion of Serbia and hence 
leaving a gap in the information of the world public and Serbian 
Diaspora. 


Vujovic has pointed that opposite trends are noted in the region, and 
everybody strives to attain the greatest possible impact on the public 
Opinion in the world, and he adds that 20 countries of the EU also 
have this kind of world service. The director of the International 
Radio Serbia has stated it is still uncertain what will happen to the 
employees, but there is trepidation that all 96 of them will be 
rendered jobless, without any severance pay or compensation. 


iThere is no possibility for the privatization of this type of media, 
even though some forms of public-private partnerships are available, 
but at the moment it is not offered as an option,i Vujovic explained. 


President of the Union of IRS Journalists, Jelica Tapuskovic, has 
stated that the management and the union representatives had tried on 
several occasions to talk to the representatives of the Ministry of 
Culture and Information about the pressing problems. iWe have not 
talked to minister Ivan Tasovac, but we had been received by State 
Secretary for Media Sasa Mirkovic, to discuss the possibilities of 
reorganization of our radio and its further work,i she specified, 
adding that the last conversation took place in December last year. 


Tapuskovic has said that afterwards, despite several letters and 
demands, there has been no response from the Ministry of Culture and 
Information, until two days ago, prior to the announced protest, when 
a letter arrived, reading that ithe act is in the making, aimed at 
defining the legal consequences of extinguishing the radioi, without 
any further explanation on what it could mean. According to her, the 
further moves of the employees in the International Radio Serbia will 
depend on the outcome of the talks with the officials in charge.

Referrals from social networks in Afghanistan to the BBC sites A 
bbcpashto.com, bbcpersian.com and bbcpersian.com/Afghanistan - have 
been increasing steadily and now account for around a quarter of 
weekly traffic to all these sites. Around 56,000 and 40,000 people a 
month come to the BBC Persian and BBC Pashto websites respectively 
from social networks in Afghanistan. Almost half of the BBC Pashto 
Facebook fans (330,000) and nearly fifth (417,000) of BBC Persian 
Facebook fans are from Afghanistan. 


This audience update is based on the main results from a national 
media survey conducted in Afghanistan in October 2014.

ARRL LAB MANAGER SAYS SWITCHING POWER SUPPLIES ARE A MORE COMMON 
NOISE SOURCE THAN POWER LINES 


ARRL Laboratory Manager and EMI Expert Ed Hare, W1RFI, told the 
HamRadioNow webcast recently that switching-mode power supplies are a 
more common noise source for radio amateurs than electrical power 
lines. HamRadioNow host Gary Pearce, KN4AQ, interviewed Hare on April 
4 at the Raleigh, North Carolina, RARSfest, where Hare also presented 
a forum, "Tall Tales from the ARRL Lab." 


Hare told Pearce that switching-mode power supplies are in -- or 
rovide power for -- many home electronics these days. 


"The old days of those iron transformers are gone," Hare said. "Every 
single one of these is a switcher. We're also seeing noise from pulse- 
width control motors." Hare said the big culprits are "little wall 
warts," not switching supplies designed to power Amateur Radio gear. 
"Every TV you own has a built-in switcher, almost every device has a 
wall wart, and a lot of these are imported, not necessarily meeting 


the FCC rules, so we're seeing more reports involving those," he said. 


Hare also told HamRadioNow that a few LED-type lightbulbs that are 
becoming more common also can be noise-generators, aS are "grow 
lights" used for cultivating plants indoors. He said that the ARRL 
Lab can work with manufacturers to correct these problems, but the 
Lab needs model numbers and "Specific information about the problems 
amateurs are having, so that we can put some of our resources toward 
helping." 


Many interference issues can be resolved without FCC intervention, 
Hare said, noting that Commission enforcement is the last step, if 
other efforts fail. "We've been told by Laura Smith [of the FCC 
Enforcement Bureau] that she's going to continue to be engaged in 
this," he said, "so we're going to continue to send problems [in] 
that direction."

SOLAR DYNAMICS OBSERVATORY VIDEOS

"This video features stunning clips of the Sun, captured by SDO from 
each of the five years since SDO's deployment in 2010. In this 
movie, watch giant clouds of solar material hurled out into space, 
the dance of giant loops hovering in the corona, and huge sunspots 
growing and shrinking on the Sun's surface. 


"February 11, 2015 marked five years in space for NASA's Solar 
Dynamics Observatory, which provides incredibly detailed images of 


the whole Sun 24 hours a day. February 11, 2010, was the day on 
which NASA launched an unprecedented solar observatory into space. 
The Solar Dynamics Observatory (SDO) flew up on an Atlas V rocket, 
carrying instruments that scientists hoped would revolutionize 
observations of the Sun. 


"April 21, 2015 marks the five-year anniversary of the Solar 
Dynamics Observatory (SDO) First Light press conference, where NASA 
revealed the first images taken by the spacecraft. Since then, SDO 
has captured amazingly stunning super-high-definition images in 
multiple wavelengths, revealing new science, and captivating views. 


"Capturing an image more than once per second, SDO has provided an 
unprecedentedly clear picture of how massive explosions on the Sun 
grow and erupt. The imagery is also captivating, allowing one to 
watch the constant ballet of solar material through the Sun's 
atmosphere, the corona. 


"The imagery in this ‘highlight reel' provide us with examples of 
the kind of data that SDO provides to scientists. By watching the 
Sun in different wavelengths (and therefore different temperatures, 
each 'seen' at a particular wavelength that is invisible to the 
unaided eye) scientists can watch how material courses through the 
corona. SDO captures images of the Sun in 10 different wavelengths, 
each of which helps highlight a different temperature of solar 
material. Different temperatures can, in turn, show specific 
structures on the Sun such as solar flares or coronal loops, and 
help reveal what causes eruptions on the Sun, what heats the Sun's 
atmosphere up to 1,000 times hotter than its surface, and why the 
Sun's magnetic fields are constantly on the move. 


"Coronal loops are streams of solar material traveling up and down 
looping magnetic field lines). Solar flares are bursts of light, 
energy and X-rays. They can occur by themselves or can be 
accompanied by what's called a coronal mass ejection, or CME, in 
which a giant cloud of solar material erupts off the Sun, achieves 
escape velocity and heads off into space. 


"This movie shows examples of X-ray flares, coronal mass ejections, 
prominence eruptions when masses of solar material leap off the Sun, 
much like CMEs. The movie also shows sunspot groups on the solar 
surface. One of these sunspot groups, a magnetically strong and 
complex region appearing in mid-January 2014, was one of the largest 
in nine years as well as a torrent of intense solar flares. In this 
case, the Sun produced only flares and no CMEs, which, while not 
unheard of, is somewhat unusual for flares of that size. Scientists 
are looking at that data now to see if they can determine what 
circumstances might have led to flares eruptions alone. 


"Scientists study these images to better understand the complex 
electromagnetic system causing the constant movement on the Sun, 
which can ultimately have an effect closer to Earth, too: Flares and 
another type of solar explosion called coronal mass ejections can 
sometimes disrupt technology in space as well as on Earth 
(disrupting shortwave communication, stressing power grids, and 
more). Additionally, studying our closest star is one way of 
learning about other stars in the galaxy. 


"Goddard built, operates and manages the SDO spacecraft for NASA's 
Science Mission Directorate in Washington, D.C. SDO is the first 
mission of NASA's Living with a Star Program. The program's goal is 
to develop the scientific understanding necessary to address those 
aspects of the Sun-Earth system that directly affect our lives and 
society."

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 13 - 19 April 2015 


Solar activity was at very low to low levels. Numerous weak to 
moderate level C-class flares were observed from Regions 2320 (S12, 
L=211, class/area Dac/180 on O07 Apr), 2321 (N13, L=095, class/area 
Ekc/620 on 13 Apr) and 2324 (N18, L=062, class/area Dko/410 on 15 
Apr). The most significant event of the period occurred from Region 
2321 on 18 April when the region produced a C5/1£ flare at 18/1419 
UTC. Associated with this event was a 7 degree long filament 
eruption, centered near NO5W16. The filament eruption resulted in an 
asymmetric, faint full-halo CME, first visible in SOHO/LASCO C2 
imagery at 18/1524 UTC. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels on 13-15 April and high levels on 16-19 April. 


Geomagnetic field activity began the period on 13-14 April at quiet 
to active levels under the influence of a weak transient. By midday 


on 15 April, field activity increased to active to minor storm 
(G1-minor) levels as a co-rotating interaction region (CIR), in 
advance of a negative polarity coronal hole high speed stream (CH 
HSS), influenced the magnetic field of Earth. Geomagnetic activity 
increased to major storm (G2-moderate) levels late on 16 April due 
to CH HSS effects and continued at active to minor storm levels 
through midday on 17 April. Field activity relaxed to quiet to 
unsettled levels through the remainder of the summary period as CH 
HSS effects waned. 


During the period, ACE solar wind parameters measured a high wind 
speed of 784 km/s on 17/0408 UTC with a low speed of 286 km/s on 
14/0004 UTC. Total field (Bt) ranged from about 1-17 nT while the Bz 
component varied between +13 to -12 nT. The phi angle was generally 
in a negative (towards) orientation with intermittent periods of 
rotation to a positive (away) sector. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 20 APRIL - 16 MAY 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be very low to low with a slight 
chance for moderate (R1-R2/minor-moderate) levels through 24 April 
due to the flare potential from Region 2321. Very low to low levels 
are expected from 25 April through 06 May. From 06-16 May, activity 
levels are expected to increase to a chance for 
(RL-R2/minor-moderate) levels upon the return of old Region 2321 
(N11, L=092). 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit, barring any 
significant flare activity. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at moderate to high levels from 20 April-06 May, 
normal to moderate levels from 07-12 May and moderate to high levels 
from 13-16 May. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at G1 (minor) 
geomagnetic storm levels on 21 and 22 April due to CME effects. 
Field activity is expected to be at G1 (minor) geomagnetic storm 
levels on 14 May with unsettled to active conditions expected on 20, 
25, 29-30 April and 01, 13 and 15 May, all due to CH HSS effects. 
Quiet to unsettled field activity is expected for the remainder of 
the outlook period.
